Depart. Confabs For Student-Prof Debate

A departmentalized convocation sched- 
uled for next Thursday, December 19 
from 9 a.m, to 12 noon was called by the 
Academic Senate during the final minutes 
of its Tuesday meeting. 


Introduced by Bellon 


Introducing the measure on behalf of 
the President’s Advisory committee was 
Jerry Bellon, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Administration and Counselor 
Education, His motion called for ‘‘a 
three hour departmental convocation on 
a designated period and day to be attended 
by all faculty members, graduate students 
and majors within those departments, and 
undeclared majors, who will attend a 
department of their own choosing.’ 

According (to Bellon, the purpose of 


the convocation is to ‘jointly consider the 
relevant value of the curriculum, teaching 
methods, policy making structures, and 
racial attitudes within those depart- 
ments,’’ Summaries of the results of these 
meetings will be forwarded to the 
chairman of the President’s committee on 
campus crises and the chairman of the 
\cademic Senate.”’

Procedure C 
For Spring 


i, d, Sacramento State 
College Registrar, has announced pro- 
cedure changes for spring registration. 

January 9-11 is the registration period 
for all incoming students who wish to 
enrol! for the Spring Semester. Between 
twelve and thirteen thousand students 
are expected to register during this time. 
This will be roughly four thousand more 
students than usually serviced during a 
single registration period and every effort 
is being made to make this process as 
painless as possible for all concerned. 
Registration materials will be available 
commencing on 6 January (refer to 
Schedule of Classes for schedule and 
other pertinent information).

In an effort to cut down the number 
of cards and to simplify registration, 
the No. 9 enrollment cards have been 
deleted from the registration packet. 
Although unpunched No, 9 enrollment cards 
will be utilized during the ADD/DROP 
period, registration procedures have been 
modified to preclude their use during 
normal registration. 


The new enrolling procedure will be 
the completion of course information on 
the No, 1 registration card; presenting 
this card to the proper enrollment station 
for the enroller’s initials; and the receipt 
of a class card for that particular class. 

Another modification of the procedures 
to speed up the process will also be in 
effect during the January registration. 
Experience has shown that many students 
do not complete the personal data required 
on registration materials prior to entering 
the registration area. Using the writing 
area for this purpose has a slowing effect 
on registration and leads to crowding 
conditions. 

Admission to register will now require 
a completed No. 4 card to be turned in 
at the entrance door, In addition to cutting 
down one more card to be handled in 
the registration area, it is hoped that 
students while completing the No, 4 card 


prior to entry will also take the time 


He further stated, ‘‘I would like to 
recommended that the committee be 
dissolved and ask this body to constitute 
one if it so wishes, I! think we are 
playing a dangerous game.”’ 

Bellon brought the group back to the 
convocation motion and said it was so 
important that the other problem should 
be dealt with at a different time. 

Marianne Moore, a sophomore social 
welfare student said: ‘‘It seems to me 
that President Johns is in a precarious 
position at this time, and I cannot blame 
the man for seeking advice, whether it 
is of one choosing or another...Why can’t 
you just let them (the President’s Com- 
mittee) call the convocation and don’t 
worry whose jurisdiction they’re under’? 
It’s not that important. It doesn’t matter 
if it will be under the Academic Senate, 
or otherwise, because that is really ir- 
relevant,”

to complete as much as possible the 
remainder of the registration packet. 

As a reminder, it should be noted that 
the vast majority of our student body are 
working students. Scheduling of registra- 
tion times on an individval basis is an 
impossibility and destroys the priority 
system, Therefore, those students who 
have a registration-work conflict have 
three options: Register at the appointed 
time; register at any time after the 
appointed time; or have a proxy register 
for them at or after the appointed time. 
Since registration is controlled on a 
class level and alphabetical listing, 
proxies need only the proper registration 
packet for admission to the gym and 
registration. 

Volunteer workers are still being 
sought to help during registration week.

All continuing Students 
desiring to be enrolled in the 
Spring Semester 1969 must 
register and pay fees during 
the January 9 to 11 registra- 
tion period, It will be assumed 
that those students not regis- 
tering at this time do not desire 
to continue and their spaces 
will be allotted to new and 
readmitted students now await- 
ing admission, Although

The Education Crisis: 
Everybody’s Problem

There seems to be some trouble in bringing you people to realize 
that we have a common cause and that you should all be concerned 
about what’s going on. I’m speakig primarily to the faculty now, 
although this applies to students as well. 

The apathy shown by most of you, those who want only to go to 
classes and not be involved in what you may consider to be a ‘“‘nuisance’’ 
to the normal functioning of your college, stems from a feeling that 
you are not threatened by whatever it is that’s going on in San Francisco 
and on other campuses. You may fee! that nobody is threatening your 
academic freedom and you're right. At least you’re not threatened 
directly if you teach physics, or chemistry, or engineering. When you 
talk about the principles of hydraulics in the classroom, ! wouldn’t 
expect the Governor to be concerned about what you say because he 
dvesn’t know anything about it, and doesn’t pretendto. For that matter, 
neither does he know anything about physic»! education, or police 
science, or government, but when < professor starts talking about 
human behavior, particularly if it concerns the problems of gur society, 
everyuody is an expert. 

A dimwit congressman can object to a lecturer chosen by the faculty 
or students, and a governor can fire teachers who don’t say exactly 
what pleases him, but you know as well as I do that a lecturer or pro- 
fessor is hired because someone at the school judged him to know 
what he is talking about, and politicians should not be allowed to act as 
censors. Even if you only dig potsherds, imagine what would happen 
if certain congressmen knew about pornographic Incan pottery. 


Disgusting Censorship 


Those professors who teach what may be subject to public contro- 
versy are damned well concerned about their academic freedom. When 
a man is denied tenure by the president of 2 college over the recom- 
mendation of his department and fellow faculty members, we have 
witnessed a most disgusting form of censorship, When presidents are 
replaced in rapid succession without regard to established procedures 
of selection until the man is finally resting in the chair suits the pur- 
poses of the governor, we have seen flagrant politica! interference. 
\nd it does have to do with you, secure professor who teaches nothing 
that aggravates the politicians, because the respect of the entire state 
college system is going down the drain with the fast-disappearing 
integrity of the faculty.

After reading the letter 
regarding the School of Social Work 
Convocation, I find myself in the 
odious position of defending the 
Dean, The natura! thing to do, 
of course, is to attack Deans, 
so this may come offa bit awkward 
and unpolished. 

Perhaps if I get to do it again 
in the future I can improve both 
my syntax and style. For now, 
bear with me as I sail forth,

In the planning for the Convo- 
cation for the School, the Graduate 
Schcol students were the ones 
requesting such a meeting and had 
no idea of including under- 
graduates. Dean \lan Wade was 
the one who pointed out to the 
Graduate Association that the 
undergraduates were as much a 
part of the School asthe graduates, 
However, the facilities available 
at Pius X Seminary, where the 
Convocation was held, made it

cause the agenda was loaded with 
items of concern to graduate stu- 
dents the idea was toget represen- 
tation from undergraduaie majors, 
Such representation did not strike 
me as being so light that under- 
graduates should feel slighted, In 
the workshop in which I 
participated there were two 
faculty, four graduates, and three 
undergraduates, It was a work- 
shop on student participation and 
the final recommendation made 
from the larger group was for a 
50°, representation on al! School 


committees: 25°, graduate and 
25 undergraduate, It would 


appear that those who came and 
stayed were heard from, 

In the School of Social \ ork 
we seem to be blessed or cursed, 
depending on your point of view, 
with a Dean who has a sense of 
humor, His statement that he 
hoped all the undergraduate 
students would not come should 
have been taken in the spirit in 
whic! it was said, We would 
have been swamped if all the under- 
graduates and graduates had 
appeared at the door and the food 
wasn’t that good, anyway. I realize 
that in these days of ‘‘guts’’ ed- 
ucation we must be exquisitely 
sensitive to all that is said and

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Campus Leader Pleads For Reality, Truth 


(Editor’s Note: The following 
is the complete text of the speech 
made by SSC student Dick Reynolds 
at last Friday’s convocation. 
Reynolds is the former president 
of the campus Black Student Union. ) 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Naturals and brothers, stu- 
dents, faculty, administrators, 
press and others: 

My name is Dick Reynolds, 


student, activist, fool, radical, the 
misdirected, the misguided proph- 
et of doom, freedom fighter, mad- 
man, revolutionary, or any other 
adjective you can conjure to des- 
scribe a person who sees the need, 
want and desirability for change. 

The title of this convocation 
is “The Future of Education at 
Sacramento State College.’’ Per- 
iod, |.et me be emphatically clear, 
the issue is not and should not 
be Sac State. It should be and 
should read, the ‘Future of Edu- 
cation in California, both higher 
and lower education.’’ And, it is 
this way to use an analogous 
phrase. It comes from Allien Gins- 
berg’s poem ‘‘Howl."’ ‘‘Ah, Carl, 
while you are not safe | am not 
safe/And now you're really the 
total animal! soup of time.’’ Under- 
stand this very carefully, because 
San Francisco State is not safe, 
therefore we are not safe; higher 
education is not safe. To persist 
in non-acknowledgement of this 
truth is to court disaster. To 
acknowledge this factor and 
do nothing is ruinous to all. Let 
me be indubitably clear: ‘‘our 
destinies are inextricably tied to- 
gether.’’ What happens on San 
Francisco State, whatever happens 
to higher education in California 
happens to me, dig! And we Blacks 
have jumped into the animal soup 
of your screwed-up ass-backward 
world and time, and we mean to 
change it, and we intend to do it 
NOW, and by any means necessary. 


More Petty Hassling? 


Does that scare you, irritate 
you, prompt you to call me and 
others like me irrational, violent, 
rebels without a cause? Or do 
you merely wish us to slow down 
and wait so that you can spend 
some more valuable time contest- 
ing whether this or that is legal, 


is this or that parliamentary pro- 
cedure, is this or that a point of 
order, has this or that been 
seconded; or do you wish merely 
to get down to Pasadena and receive 
a thrill that resembles our first 
rolier coaster ride? Think about 
it - think about the grade B ex- 
cowboy who a few years ago called 
disenfranchised angered people 
‘*mad dogs’”’ and now tries to tell 
you ‘students just don’t under- 
stand.’ ‘You see what we have 
here is a failure to communicate, ”’ 
he says after he has indirectly 
bloodied your head. 


You, you’re probably saying, 
‘Where does he get these insane 
notions?” Let’s get to that and 
understand it very carefully. 


Who fails to communicate’? Dr, 
Larson, remember when we talked 
about implementing Black Drama 
into the Drama Department and 
you went along with the dialogue 
until asked to put your intentions 
down in writing. Remember how 
you jumped like a rabbit, your 
hair moved two inches back on 
your head, your glasses slipped, 
and we saw your sincerity. Well, 
I guess we failed to communicate! 


Hey! Dr. Eidot, remember when 


I said you’re holding my hand, 
remember how I said I could 
not read the text without 


becoming angered. Well, here ’tis: 
Rossitter - remember that assign- 
ment? What was it he said about 
education being free from political 
control in order to insure a non- 
partisan education in order to 
discover truth? Henry Miller, what 
did he say about regeneration and 
justification as seen by Thomas 
Hooker? ‘‘...By the simile of a 
sick apprentice: to make a free 
man of him there must be a double 
change,’” and then the physician 
must cure him, working a ‘real 
change.”’ Well, let’s change a few 
words here and there. Let’s say 
education is failing me because 
it has torn up part of the problem 
but it has not moved to cure the 
ills where they begin, thus working 
a real change. It is no accident that 
the Panther quip of ‘‘! can’t relate 
to that’? becomes true. He can’t. 
When education becomes relevant 
to all, then we have started to work 
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a real change. Still I'll probably 
fail your class, 


More Applied Learning 


Mr. Garosi, whom I’ve already 
failed, think about the French 
Revolution and those certain pre- 
requisites for revolution. Think 
about what you said about 
industrialism and the inevitable 
path any nation must take if it is 
to become a modern, industrialized 
nation. You sound iike Herbert 
Marcuse and don’t know it. Who 
taught me Montesquieu and the 
tyranny of the majority: tyranny 
of the political elite, the social 
contract Rousseau, 1984, and New- 
speak? How many times have | 
told Maggie Washington that your 
class will make it indubitably clear 
the ills of society, and the methods 
to t.c.b. (take care of business). 
All of which can be read in any 
text. 

You too, Mr. Clemons, whose 
foothall theory class I failed. Think 
about the craw play and the fake 
handoff I learned; think about the 
screen pass. Then come back and 
tell me that my notions are all 
crazy and my tactics insane when 
I’m picking up on it right here 
on good ole Sac State, home of 
the impotent bumble bee. 

Think about it Gregg Campbell: 
Are you sure I’ve not learned 
how to suffer? Oh, how I wish 
my speech teacher were here from 
SCC so she could verify how to 
sway a hostile audience by follow- 
ing techniques guaranteed or 
double - your - word - expenditure - 
and - a - box - of - Jozenges. 

Understand this, you have kept 
me outside 24 hours a day, from 
my home, to job, to schooling, 
and I learned many things in the 
process. I have found you out. 
From this vantage point I can see 
you don’t know what you’ re talking 
about and where it’s at. When you 
say freedom, equality and liberty, 
you don’t mean it, "cause youdon’t 
understand it in the same sense 
I do, 


Deliberated Freedom 


I want a deliberated freedom, a 
deliberated equality, a deliberated 
liberty delivered to me every 
waking moment. I want it (practical) 
and I want it now as ! define it. 
Not some abstract concert to be 
striven for, but something I can 
experience and understand every 
day. I know where it’s at and I 
intend to get it, and if I have 
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to open your head up, too, and drag 
you along with me, then so be it. 
We either do it or there will 
be none for noe. That means if 
San Francisco State and higher 
education is not safe, neither are 
you. And it is not of my doing. 
it is your own fault, your own 
failure to participate, get involved, 
your own willingness to sit back 
and be a silent majority. Now, 
none of us are safe - student, 
faculty, administration - wherever 
we are in education in California. 
I am not safe. 


Students are strangely willing- 
for the present - to grant the faculty 
immunity from the rebellious anti- 
authoritarianism they focus on the 


administration. This in spite of 
countless unintelligible or ill- 
prepared lectures, archaic and 
haphazard teaching methods, 
unjust ind unscientific grading 
systems and sharply limited 
faculty office hours. There are 


Signals that this Divine Right is 
ending. 


The student of today studies 
much harder than any college stu- 
dent before him, even that post 
World War [II generation of vet- 
erans. The standard of achievement 
is higher today and today’s student 


worries more. 


The 1968 college student 
already has conquered the Ameri- 
can home, exchanging roles with 
his parents. He has been victorious 
over his high school, where he 
found boredom instead of chal- 
lenge. Now he is poised to ‘ay 
siege to the American university. 

The survival of the university 
seems to depend on whether fac- 

Ity and acministrators can 

provide a dream, a hope for 
tomorrow. Students want — they 
demand — that their dream in- 
clude an end to injustice and to 
the suppression of truth and 
reality. They no longer want 
duplicity in morals. They demand 
a relevant curriculum and a con- 
cerned faculty. They want leaders 
who will take a stand on issues, 
who can provide meaning, a flame 
for their apathy, a respect for 
their rights. They want leaders 
who will work with them in the 
face of the nihilistic anguish of 
their hopeless present. 

Academic arrogance will get 
us nowhere. These _ student 
demands a.re going to be hard to 
meet. I am just a counselor who 
listens. But I know the threat 
to every tree in the groves of 
academia if there is no change.

English Dept. Revises Majors’ Program

“An English major should 
emphasize breadth of perspective 
in the study of literature,” states 
Joseph Pattison, chairman of the 
English Department. With that view 
in mind, the English Department 
has revised its curriculum, and a 
new program will! go into effect 
in the fall of 1969, with further 
development planned for the fall 
of 1970, 

As a means of providing 
Students with a stronger back- 
ground in philosophy, psychology, 
and history in relation to literature 
and poetry, a number of new 
courses will be added to the present 
list of classes. New requirements 
for English majors wil! stress 
literary and intellectual back- 
grounds of Western Civilization 
and its important literary move- 
ments, 


The English major, beginning 
next fall, will consist of 39 units 
— 30 units of required classes, 
and 9 units of electives. The 
requirement of a minor for English 


majors, except for credential 
candidates, wili be dropped. The 
Department also dropped English 
30 (American Literature), English 
36 (English Literature), and Eng- 
lish 100 (Literary Criticism) as 
requirements for the major. 

The English minor require- 
ments will remain the same. 

General requirements for Eng- 


lish majors will include ‘‘World 
Literature,’ a study of literary 
masterpieces from antiquity 
through the middie ages: “Back- 
grounds of Literature,’’ a survey 
of the philosophical ideas of 
Augustine, Descartes, Freud, 


Jung, Nietzche, Sarte, and others; 
‘Survey of Literary Movements,”’ 
an investigation of the develop- 
ment, nature, and meaning of 
literary concepts such as classi- 
cism, symbolism, impressionism, 
realism, and romanticism; and one 
**Shakespeare”’ course. 

English majors will have the 
alternative of enrolling in one of 
two programs, each consisting of 
18 units. 

“Program A’’ will emphasize 
Survey courses divided into per- 
iods. Students must take 12 units 


of British Literature, including 
6 units pre-nineteenth century, 
and 6 units of American Litera- 


ture, including three units 
pre-twentieth century. 

“Program BY” will stress 
genres, movements and modes, 


‘*Modes of Fiction’’ will analyze 
the nature of the tragic and comic 
vision; “Introduction to Poetry’ 
will survey the development of 
poetry from Wyatt to the present, 
emphasizing changing conventions 
(The present lower division course 
in poetry will change to ‘‘The 
Reading of Poetry’’); ‘Introduction 
to the Novel’’ will cover the devel- 
opment of the novel from 
Richardson to Faulkner’ with 
emphasis on the possibilities in- 
herent in the form, 


“Program B” will also require 
a course in drama, one other 
course in the novel, and one other 
course in poetry. Many novel 
classes will study British and 
American authors, as well as an 
occasional European by way of 
illustration. The poetry courses, 
chiefly movement oriented, will 
emphasize the nature of verse. 

Undergraduate seminars or in- 
dependent study courses may count 
where appropriate toward require-

Downtown 
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San Francisco State students 
staged a skit illustrating the prob- 
lems of the college system. The 
applause they received was hardly 
more than polite. From the looks 
on the faces of the bystanders 
it was evident that they were 
more amused than passionately 
interested in the philosophies being 
discussed, 

After the skits, there was more 
action near the sidewalks than on 
quad, Most of the students had 
crowded around and chalienged 
approximately a half-dozen rally 
supporters. At 1 p.m., this un 
sympathetic mood was reinforced 
as these students arguing with 
the rally supporters were bypassed 
by the usual traffic on its way 
to class. By 1:15 p.m., four of 
the twelve tables in the Quad 
were empty and most of the others 
were sparsely populated. 

At one point, one of the rallyists 
urged the debating group to stop 
and listen to the rally. Many people 
laughed. A few moments later, the 
speaker finished and two students 
clapped, both participants of the 
rally. 

Even the SF students didn’t 
stay for the rally. They packed up 
their paraphernalia and left for 
home while a speaker was still 
at the microphone. Only 250 of 
13,000 SSC students appeared at 
the raily. Almost all of these 
students were hostile, or to be 
more polite, non-supportive. San 
Francisco State found no sympathy

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Know Credit Leader's ‘‘Mid-Term’’ Report |

An old saying in the Navy is that if 
something moves, salute it; and if it 
doesn’t move, paint it gray. The saying 
fat Sacramento State College is that if 
something turns you on, it’s relevant; 
and if it doesn’t turn youon, it’s apathetic. 

The Experimental College turns many 
people on to what is not only relevant to 
this campus but relevant, also, to the 
community at large. Its many classes 
must be observed as future possibilities 
for credit classes and be critiqued as 
to their intent and fina! goals for the 
benefit of the campus community, In 
the long run, opinions of the students, 
faculty, and administration will be the 
deciding factor as to whether we should 
salute the ‘‘Know Credit’ program, or 
paint it gray with the rest of the campus. 

The midterm examination for the Ex- 
perimental College is finally over. The 
examination was not of the students in- 
dividually, but of the classes and class 
coordinators as a whole. 


The Movement 


This class is a _ lecture-discussion 
period which still includes a majority 
of the students who enrolled the first 
day. 

Dick Reynolds, a Black Panther leader, 
relates his observations of the Blacks’ 
problems, and brings many insights into 
the class which a white Ph, D, well 
versed in the history of the Black Man 
could not hope to convey, 

The course is an actual account, day 
by day, of the entire black movement 
in Sacramento, California, and the United 
States. Reynolds proves in his course 
two things. First, that it is not only 
possible for this college to carry a course 
taught by a student, but that a period 
for the teacher to prepare notes or the 
old excuse of ‘‘competent faculty’’ that 
to teach a course, one must examine 
it or possibly write a dissertation on it 
— no longer exists, 

Revnolds has lived the Black Man’s 
lii2, He has been a part of it, and he 
conveys the emotion of it so often over- 
looked or not observed at all by those 
who prepare sociological courses such as 
this one. 

Secondly, the interest on campus for 
a Black history class taught, or coordin- 
ated by a Black, is indeed proven by 
the fifty-plus students who manage to 
make Reynolds’ three-times-a week class 
part of their curriculum, and part of their 
lives. 


Black Man In American Politics 


Much like Reynolds, the state legis- 
lator from the Watts District, Senator 
Mervyn Dymally, has transcended modern 
teacher-student educational techniques, 
He describes his fight to reach the Senate 
of California as one of racial victory; 
he did not have to Uncle Tom his way 
up to his position by prostituting his 
beliefs to the white society around him. 

Dymally indeed has a course which 
could never be attempted by a white 
professor without committing the grave 
educational crime of insincerity and lack 
of that total feeling so necessary to the 
development of an idea. 

The classwrestles with a man learned 
in his profession, They take an active 
part in understanding the thoughts 
motivating a Black man in a dominantly 
white legislature. 


Contemporary Pop Music 


This course got off to a bad start. 

It was put into the curriculum before 
a coordinator could be found for it. Dan 
Shanahan did a remarkable job with it 
for the short three weeks it ran, Without 
Shanahan’s help, the class fell through, 
It has been proven by this mistake (if 
we can call it that) that the students 


want a course concerning the music and 
lyrics of the contemporary popular music, 
proven that there 


It is also must be 


a teacher such as Shanahan, or someone 
from the music department faculty to 
facilitate a class in this field, 

But here the “‘relevant’’ remains tem- 
porarily hidden, while only the apathetic 
music appreciation course from Mozart 
to Mahler remains. 


Exploration of The 
Contemporary Poern 


It must take a lot of courage to lead 
a course with only five people in it. 
Quantity, these days, seems to be the 
established expression of interest. In 
Wendy Wollett’s small class, only quality 
prevails and the change may at first 
seem awkward to the person who wishes 
to hide behind a crowd, but has gradually 
been accepted as a welcome refresher 
from overstuffed classrooms, 


Audio Art 
It is evide§t in this class led by 
Charlie Weiss it was in the Pop 


@ as 

Music class, if only Weiss could lead 
this class on his trip. It was very 
interesting indeed, but time conflicts in 
Weiss’ schedule led to the course’s end 
before students could get more than ankle 
deep in Audio Art, 


Situation Ethics 


‘‘Wow! What a class!’’ are the common 
reactions from the very interested 
students in the course led by Newman 
Center’s Father Patrick O’Brien. He 
throws the traditional church garb aside 
and changes, with the speed of Superman, 
into a casual sports shirt and trousers, 
He meets his students more than half 
way. 

The class opens by arranging al! chairs 
into a circle. Father O’Brien then passes 
pages of literature around, each containing 
a single situation. (Example: aparagraph 
about the Hiroshima incident, then the 
questions: what would you have done if 
it was you who dropped the bomb?; or you 
who had the decision in your hands as 
the whether to drop it or not, etc.) Then 
the class discussion begins and all ap- 
proaches are dealt with, Many students 
bring their own situations into the class 
discussion, which is most exciting because 
the answer has not yet been reached by 
that person and possibly the class can 
help him find the most logical solution. 

This is one class that wil! not stop 
at the end of the semester. 


Student Protest And Student 


Power In Higher Education 


Led at the beginning of the semester 
by an outstanding English professor, Don 
Sturtevant, the course of action was the 
course of action of all students and the 
uprise in their power and awareness. 
Taken over by Dan Shanahan a month 
into the semester, the class proved it- 
self lively and definitely capable of con- 
tinuing. Much like the Black history class 
taught by Keynolds, the meat to chew 
is the day by day infurmation from S.F. 
State and our own campus on student 
unrest, In the past, the class has ob- 
served: students have only been able 
to speak softly and carry a saturated 
toothpick. But the view gained from 
Shanahan’s class is that it has been proven 
time and time again on campuses 
throughout the country that students can 
finally speak loudly and carry just about 
anything more credible than a nightstick. 
With these examples in mind, the group 
will hold valuable information on file for 
future faculty-student tenure clashes, 


Expressive Dance 


\s Vicki Seastrom said so well in 
the catalogue for the Fall experimental 
classes, ‘‘Dance is one of the most creative 
means of expression, but too few realize 
this.’’ 


Her class is definitely unstructured 
as far as direction is concerned, but 
is quite self-disciplined in thought and 
movement, The only way one can evaluate 
this course is by asking the members 
in the class how they feel the class has 
made them become more free in body 
expression. 

The class enrollment has been stead- 
fast. . They wish as their final project 
to get on a show of some kind. It is, 
in view of its importance to the students 
in the class, definitely one of the out- 
standing classes offered in the 
experimental college this fall. 


American Poetry Since 1945 


This course will never again be an 
experimental class per se for it has 
been accepted by the English Department 
as a credit course for the spring semester. 
Possibly the reason for this is that the 
coordinator is already a professor in 
the English Department. 

Dennis Schmitz, a teacher and a well- 
known American poet, has been remark- 
ably active in the field of his choice. 
He teaches a regular credit class in an 
almost unteachable area, poetry writing. 
The ‘‘Know Credit’? course meets once 
a week, providing a time for students 
to pool interest in the modern history 
of poetry. Once again, this is 4 ciass 
which would be ruined by formal structure, 
Its foundation is freedom of thought and 
feeling. 

Schmitz will not become “structured’’ 
in the spring semester just because the 
new class will hold three-units of credit. 
He finds the free teaching method best 
in all of his classes. The class is 
obviously a success. Hopefully it leads 
the way for other experimental courses 
to be accepted by the credit curriculum. 


Sensitivity Awareness 


Fourteen people. Sitting in a close 
circle. Too close for comfort; not close 
enough. One person lies on a pillow and 
rhythmically flicks ashes from a chewed 
cigarette into the communal ashtray in 
the center. Everyone is quiet, because 
everyone is hearing silence. ‘‘It’s really 
not that bad after all,’’ one person would 
say. ‘*Man,’’ yasps another, ‘‘I just 
wanted to bust out.”’ 

And so the class does. A non-formal 
bust-out has been made nation-wide in 
an ever conscious effort to become aware 
of the emotion left out of the computer 
age. It is, as a father of the sensitivity 
era Carl Rogers says, the magnetic at- 
traction people have for the experience 
of change. Even though growth may in- 
volve intense pain and suffering, once the 
individual or group has tasted the ex- 
citement of this change in them. persons 
and drawn to it as to a magnet. Once 
the degree of actualization has been sa- 
vored, the individual or the group is willing 
to take the frightening risk of launching 
out into a world of process with a few 
fixed landmarks where the direction is 
guided from within. 

So far, the emphasis at the college 
or university is on building a person for 
society and the business world. The 
methods of abandoning oneself are more 
evident in the educational structure than 
the methods of capturing oneself in the 
exciting experience of becoming aware of 
personal growth and change. 

Mrs. McNair has been doing encounter 
experiences for two months now and plans 
to keep the group together indefinitely. 
The other group of eleven will be going 
on a week-end marathon in December. 
The classes are full in enrollment and 
it is evident that more courses of this 
type should be offered for credit here at 
Sac State, 


Experimental Film 


It is very important that this class 
is in the curriculum of the Experimental 


College. As a media fo: communication, 
the number one vehicle today is not books 
or plays. It is the movie and television. 
The creative outlet in this class is the 
film. 

Ed Hensley and Tom Cox lead this 
class on an expensive journey to project 
their creative thoughts on the screen. 
Using a number of personally owned 
8mm cameras, they take rolls of film 
on different subjects and then pool the 
knowledge of their successes and mistakes 
in class. Their final project will be 
the production of a 16 mm _ sound film 
if there is enough money left in the 
Experimental College budget by next week. 


Science Fiction As 
A Vehicle For Art 


Vincent Kohler and Scott Burns ‘do 
their thing’’ in an area both are more 
qualified for, than the English Department 
might care to admit. 

The class plans to show many science 
fiction films this semester to the general 
public They read books between class 
periods and talk about them during their 
once-a-week meetings. 

The class is another success of the 
program and will probably continue past 
the end of the semester. 


Contemporary Philosophy 


Steve Wirtz has found that to hold 
a lively discussion in philosophy so that 
everyone can contribute and have 
maximum help on_ individual theories, 
there must not be more than three or four 
people in the class. That is just how 
many there are in his group. 

The class moves at its own pace, not 
to be stopped by midterm examinations 
or semester deadlines. 

Seminars of this type are usually only 
at graduate levels. More courses of 
this kind and this size (although un- 
economical for the system) should be 
initiated. 


Guitar 


Many people have dropped out because 
of lack of direction in a course which 
must be structured in many ways.

The reason this course is in the 
“Know Credit’? program is twofold: first, 
the media of the day, much like the 
film class, is not the harpsicord, the 
flute, or even the classical guitar, but 
the popular and folk guitar. Secondly, 
there is as yet no course in the Music 
Department covering this field. 

Hopefully, Gaugler’s successful class 
will lead to further observations within 
the music department so that there will 
soon be acourse in this socially demanding 


‘ interest group.

We must learn to make good use of 
that leisure time through personal en- 
counter, through group inter-action, and 
through medias other than those found 
in higher education today. The necessity 
for new ideas and reconstruction of the 
old, will determine the violent or non- 
violent actions in the future. Final 
acceptance of the Experimental College 
by the administration and its integration 
into the regular curriculum, will bring 
an end to its necessity. The goal of 
Know Credit is its absorption by the 
Students, and the acceptance of its new 
ways of teaching by the faculty; the 
failure of the Experimental College will 
be its final success.
